4. Population figures for Tahsils and smaller units, including Political units 
composing the Frontier Ilaqas^ will be found m Provincial Table I at the end of this 
volume. 

5. Scattered villages of the private of His Highness the Maharaja Sahib 

Bahadur and General Raja Sir Hari Singh are included in the totals of the Districts la 
which they are situated. 

The population (2,111 persons) of the 3 villages constituting the Karlup jaqir 
of the Kaja of Punch ha«^ been included in the population of the Jammu District ui 
which they lie, and not in the Punch Ilaqa " as was done at the last Ceiisus.

1. The first two regular Indian Censuses of 1871 and 1881 were not extended 
to this State, and the columns of population and variation relating to these two 
Censuses have, therefore, been excluded. 

2. The population of 1891 has been adopted at 2,543,952 as shown'in the India 
Table II of 1911, instead of 2,598,387 appearing in Kashmir Table II of 1911^ as 
the latter represents the adjusted population of 1891, by adding the population of 
Frontier Ilaqas ascertained for the first time in 1911. 

The total population of Frontier Districts for 1891 has also been revised 
accordingly. 

3. The abolition of Tahsil Astore in Gilgit District and the re-distribution of 
Ilaqa Punch into 4 Tehsils— Haveli, Mahendar, Bagh and Sadhnoti, — have left the 
internal District tota's unaffected.

1. Besides the two cities, Srinagar and Jammu, the number of places treated 
as towns at the last Census has been raduced from 59 to 35, as a large number of 
these places not only failed to respond to the prescribed numerical test, but were 
nothing better than overgrown villages and devoid of characteristics usually associated 
with urban life. 

2. Srinagar City fails in Class I with population exceeding 100,000, Jammu 
fCity in Class III and of the remaining 35 towns, only 7 belong to Class V with popula- 
tion ranging between 5,000 and 10,000. There are no towns of Classes II and IV. 

3. The total population of towns in column 4 is the aggregate population in 
1911 of the 35 places treated as tawns alike in 1911 and 1921 and not the total popu- 
lation of the 59 towns of 1911. 

4. The increase of 15,391 persons (males 8,226, females 7,165) in Srinagar is 
due partly to the transfer of two Villages, Zadibal and Buchhiwara to the City from 
the Revenue Tehsil after the Census of 1911. The adjusted population of 1911, so 
as to eliminate the effect of subsequent transfer of area, works out at 130,201 (males 
70,419, females 59,782). 

The only other town reporting change in area is Gilgit, but the net result js a 
decrease of only six houses, and, therefore, too unimportant for serious notice.
